tion of the state engineering advisory 
board in awarding to an entirely inde- 
pendent concern a contract* for 1,509, - 
000 barrels of cement, with the privi- 
lege of renewal for a similar amount at 
the end of the contract period. ‘ihe 
huge order goes to the Old Missior 
Portland Cement company of San Fran 
cisco, whose plant is at San Juan 
Bautista. 

The price per barrel is $1.15, as com- 
pared to an average of $1.30 now paid 
by the highway commission, $1.49 by 
the San Francisco harbor commission,

Johnson, will come as a surprise to the 
leading cement companies of the state’ 
which hitherto have been able to dic- 
tate prices to the state. 

As the state highway commission is 
using 1300 barrels of cement per mile 
on the trunk lines, and as there are 
1305 miles to be built, the saving of the 
contract to this department alone is 
estimated at $300,000. The saving to 
the state work on the San Francisco 
harbor front, public buildings and other 
works will increase the amount to 
$400,000. If. also means that the high- 
way commiasion will be able to con- 
struct more miles of road. 

This is said by cement men to be the 
second largest cement contract ever 
awarded in any country. It is second 
alone to that let for the Panama canal, 
which was 5,000,000 barrels. 

The coritract calls for the delivery 
f. 0. &. of 1,506,000 barreisduring “the 
twenty months period beginning March 
1, 1914, or earlier if desired. The ag- 
gregate amount of the contract at $1.- 
15 per barrel is $1,725,000. 

The contract permits a r2newal for 
the same amount of cement, making a 
total value of $3,550,000 for the con- 
tract during the forty months. 

In successfully combatting the trust, 


State Engineer McClure was forced to 
4 seéx‘a new concern, and this was found 


in the Old Mission Cement company, 
which is not yet fully establisned, al- 
though it has secured virtually all of 
its machinery, the plant to date rep- 
resenting an investment of $1,750,000. 
The winning of this contract assures 


co, two miles; Santa Clara county, 
from Morgan Hill to Glilroy, seven 
and one-half miles; Santa Barbara 
county, from Los Alimos to a point 
one and one-quarter miles north of 
Bicknell station, twelve miles.

New Stanford Policy 


Is Announced at 


Dr. Jordan's Elevation to Chancellorship 


Stanford University—Following an- 
nouncement previously made. the new 
office of chancellor of Stanford Uni- 
versity was formally created on Friday, 
and Dr. David Starr Jordan, head of 
Stanford University since its founda- 
tion, was named to fill the office. The 
new office was established in order to 
enable Dr. Jordan to drop the adminis- 
trative duties of his position and de- 
vote his entire time to his work on 
behalf of the world peace movement. 
Heewill receive the same salary which 


he is now receiving as president, but | 


will be free, in the name of the uni- 


versity, to continue his great work for’ 


the cause of humanity. Dr. Jordan 
will still continue to work for the ad- 
vancement of ihe university. 

John Casper Branner, professor of 
geology at Stanford, and since 1899 
vice-president of the university, suc- 
eeeds Dr. Jordan as president. 

Concurrently with Dr. Jordan’s ele- 
vation, Stanford trustees announced a 
radical change of policy which will be 
the guide in the future development of 
the institution. 

Erom now.on it is preposed to limit 


the scope of work to the perfection of 
existing branches of education, with 
iout undertaking any new field until 
those already, established have been 
made equal if not superior to the best 
departments of their kind in the lead- 
| in educational ipabivetlons of the United 
States, 

And it is proposed immediately to 
limit the attendance at the university, 
keeping the enrollment of women to 
500, as is now the rule, and Keeping the 
enrollment of men down to the present 
1300 or less, as may be deemed bes‘. 

Stanford’s motto will be quality and 
not quantity, and the resources of the 
university, which are about to be ex- 
panded enormously through judicious 
management, will increuse the annual 
sum allotted to academic work and will 
make ‘he ambitions of the trustees an 
early reality. 

Stanford University, by this an- 
nouncement definitely steps out of the 
race tor mere numbers. Its students 
say the trustees will be picked for their 
character and their potentialities. Oth- 
er institutions may continue to ‘strive 
| to excel in size; Stanford will aim to 
| excel only im achievement. 


NELSON BILL TO AID. . 
_ —. SEAMEN WILL PASS 


Washington—A subcommittee of the 
senate commerce committee agreed to 
report favorably Senator Nelson’s bill 
to ‘‘promote the welfare’ of American 
seamen in the merchant marine.’’ This 
bill, known as the Alexander bill in 
the house, which abolished involuntary 
servitude of seamen and provides other 
reforms, will soon be passed by the 
house. With the favorable report of 
the senate subcommittee the senate 
undoubtedly will pass the Nelson bill, 
and the legislation will'go throagh this 
session. _ 

Practically the same bill as the Nel- 
son measure passed the house and the 
senate at the last session, but former 
President Taft did not sign the bill be- 
fore leaving office.

Washington, May 27.—President Wil. 
son told the White House correspond- 
ents that he believed tbe most extra- 


interests to overcome legislation is now 
mustered at the capitol against the 
tariff bill. 

The president said he had no doubt a 
few so-called lobbyists. were there on 
légitimate” érrands,;: but that. a.great. 
majority were occupied in a systematic 
misrepresentation of facts. While the 
president believes that the ‘‘lobby’’ 
opposition is concentrated against free 
sugar and free wool, he is not appre- 
hensive that it will be successful. 

The president made it clear that .be 
believes scientific business methods and 
efficiency would overcome tariff cuts, 
and that with the application of. sci- 
entific methods Louisiana would not 
only be able to continue in the sugar 
industry but to do so profitably. 

The president later issued..the fol- 
lowing statement: — 

“1 think the public ought to-know 
the extraordinary exertions being made 
by the lobby in Wasihngton to gain 
recognition for certain alterations of 
the tariff bitl, Washington has seldom 
seen so numerous so industrious or so 
insidious a lobby. The newspapers are 
being filled with paid advertisements 
calculated to mislead the judgment of 
public men not only, but also the pub- 
lic opinion of the country({itself. There 
is every evidence that money without 
limit is being spent to sustain this 
lobby and to create an appearance of 
a pressure of public opinion antago 
nistic to some of the chief items of the 
tariff bill. 

“‘It is of serious interest to the coun- 
try that the people at large should 
have no lobby and be voiceless in these 
matters, while great bodies of astute 
men seek to create an artificial opinion 
and to overcome the interests of the 
public for their private profit. It is 
thoroughly worth the while of the 
people of this country to take knowl- 
edge of this matter. Only public 
opinion can check and destroy it. 

The government in all its branches 
ought to be relieved from this intoler- 
able burden and this constant inter- 
ruption to the calm progress of dehate. 
I_ know that in this I am speaking for 
the members of the two houses, who 
wed rejsics.-as much asf would. -te- 
be released from this undesirbale situ- 
ation.’’ 


SUPREMACY OF PARLIAMENT 
IN CHINA DEMONSTRATED 


London—The Daily Telegraph’s Pek- 
ing correspondent cables that confiden- 
tial negotiations between leaders of the 
Kuo-Ting-Tag, southern radical party, 
and the provisional government have 
resulted in a compromise on the four- 
power loan, and parliamentary commit- 
tees have been appointed to supervise 
its expenditure. The correspondent re- 
gards this arrangement as most sig- 
nificant, showing that parliament can 
and will be supreme. He adds: 

‘*Yuan Shi Kai accepted the inevita- 
ble none too soon. Although he com- 
mands 150,000 troops and foreign opin- 
ion, and wrongly believes himself to 
be master of the situation, he is virtu- 
ally a prisoner in the torbidden city, not 
daring to move owing to terrorist 
threats. He must now realize that 
China must be governed contstitution- 
ally. Unless he does so he will sign 
his own death warrant.’’

National Committee Will Be Called 


to Meet Sixty Days After Con- 
gress Adjourus 
Washington—Leaders of the Repub-

The need for re- 
form within the party was not denied 
and steps were taken to bring about 
changes ‘in party methods which mem- 
bers, in discussion, declared were of 
paramount importance. The sugges- 
tion of the Progressive element for a 
national convention in the near future 
was heard, and it was practically the 
unanimous opinion that such a conven- 
tion should be called. 

Plans for the coming campaign 
agreed upon include cluse co-operation 
by the national committee with the 
congressional campaign committee, 
through district headquarters to be es- 
tablishd herein July. Secretary James 
B. Reynolds of the naiional committee 
will be in charge. Chairmap Hilles, 
Senator,Jackson and former Senators 
Crane and Sanders were appointed to 
plan the.details.. . t 

The decisisn te call the narienale ecom- 
mittee together sixty days after ad- 
journment of congress was reached, 
because by that time the party leaders 
believe they will have a_ sufficient 
knowledge of what the country thinks 
of the Democratic tariff, currency re- 
focm and possibly other important leg: 
islation, to lay definite plans for the 
campaign.

MONKS VINEYARD 


RAMPING to the Holy Land, } 

the way the Russian pilgrims 

go, I came lately to New Athos, 

the most wonderful monastery 

of the Russian world. New 
Athos, or Novy Afon, as the Russians 
call it, is an establishment resemb- 
ling what the best of English monas- 
teries must have been prior to 1586. 
It is in itself, by example, a defence 
of all monasteries, a place to which 
students journey if they wish to un- 
derstand all the possibilities for good 
in institutions once condemncd as es- 
sentially evil. There once mor> armies 
of workmen are employed every day, | 
and building never ceases. No one 
seeking work is ever refused, not even 
the criminal or the passportless tramp. 
There all comers receive the monks’ 
hospitality of bed and board and worn- 
out pilgrims are furnished with clothes 
and money to take them home, or to | 
to take them further on their journey, 
writes a correspondent of Country Life. 
The monks own vast estates, where 
they grow their own corn and culti- 
vate the yine and the olive They 
have orange and lemon woods. They 
grind the corn in their mills and make 
their own bread; they press the grape, 
and the monastery tables tell how gen- 
erous is the supply of wine. In Go- 
gol’s “Dead Souls,” among all the hu- 
morous accounts of decaying states, is 
one serious story of a vast property 
where everything was weil done. Such * 
among monasteries is New Athos. Not 
only does it furnish itself from its 
own fields with bread and with wine, 
but it has made itself almost inde- 
‘pendent of the outside world. It 
‘makes its own clothes from its own 
cloth, its own furniture and utensils, 
its own brick, breeds its own cattle. 
In the remote Caucasian district it is 
like a Ifttle walled town and kingdom 
in itsel?. 


Came From God. 

When I called there and asked hos- 
pitality for three or four days, I was 
at once shown into a clean bedroom 
in which were four springless beds. I 
shared the room with three others. It 
was dinnertime. I was taken to a 
great hall where five or six tables 
were set up on trestles, and a few hun- 
dred visitors and pilgrims were im- 
mediately expecting soup. Straight 
off the fire came ten great black pots, 
the sombre-cloaked, long-haired broth- 
ers bringing them in on long hooked 
poles. As each pot was put down the 
monk whispered that it came from God. 
Some of us were accommodated with 
plates, others with deep Russian 
basins and we each “had shallow, 
homemade wooden spoons. At a sig- 
nal, after we had helped ourselves, 
we all stood, faced the sacred Ikons, 
and joined in a long prayer. Picture 
the company—aged bearded peasant 
‘pilgrims, red-kerchiefed country girls, 
bright boys from neighboring Black 
Sea watering places, several citizens’ 
wives in town-made blouses, students 
of the universities and civil servants 
in their various official uniforms. Fol- 
lowing the soup came fish, and then 
maize porridge. There was a great 
buzz of conversation and much clank- 
ing of the wine flagons. The lay breth- 
ren of the moncstery fluttered up and 
down at our backs, seeing that each 
one of us had what he wanted, and 
we fared not badly at their hands. 
However, only ten minutes for this 
dinner, and then a voice of command 
says, “Stand!” and we all face the 
Ikons once more and make the com- 
plementary prayer of thanks. Din- 
ner was at 11 a. m.; tea, with black 
bread and no butter, at 3; supper at 7. 
All doors closed and people in their 
beds at 8:30 p. m., and then in the 
morning tea\and bread once 1:ore at 
a 6:45. ! 

What struck me particularly on en- 
tering Novy Afon was the new tone in 
the everyday. There was less of the 
barin and servant, officer and soldier 
feeling, less noisy commandings and 
scoldir~s, even less beating of the pa- 
tient horses that have to carry such 
heavy loads in Russia. Instead of 
these a gentleness and graciousness, 
something of that which one finds in 
artistic and mystic communities in 
Russia, in art and in pictures, but 
which one seldom meets with in public 
life. Here at New Athos breathes a 
true Christianity. It was strange how 
even the undying cur!osity of the Rus- 
sian had been conquered, for here I 
was not asked the thousand and one 
impertinent questions that it is usu- 
ally my lot to smile over and answer. 
There was even a restraint in asking 
me necessary questions lest they 
should be difficult to answer. Then 
not one of the monks possesses any 
property of his own, even of a purely 
transitory kind, such as a bed or a 
suit of clothes. They have all in com- 
mon, and they have not that nicety or 
necessity of privacy which would com- 
pel an Hnglish an to claim the right 
to wear the same coat and trousers 
two days running. But the monks are 
even diffident of claiming their own 
separate mugs and plates at table, and 
are unoffended by miscéllaneous eat- 
Ing and drinking from one another’s 
dishes. Everyone is the servant of all, 
and without hypocrisy, not only in act 
but in sentiment and prayer. Wher 
ever I went I found the tone rang 
true. ; 

This fair exterior glory seems to 


spring from a strong inner life. Rell- 
gious life in the Hoty Orthodox 
Church, with its many ordinances and 
its extraordinary proximity to every- 
day life, is --' allowed to be monoto- 
nous and humdrum. Each day at New 
Athos is beautiful in itself, and if a 
monk’s life were made into a book of 
such days, one would not turn over 
two pages at once. 

The day begins at midnight, whe 
to the occasional melancholy chime o 
the cathedral bell the brothers move 
to the first service of the morning. 
On my second night at Afon I wak- 
ened at the prayer bell and joined the 
monks at their service. In the sky 
was a faint glimmer as of morning.
